CITIZENS OF TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT: 

In submitting the annual report of your committee it affords us 
great pleasure to congratulate the patrons of the schools under our 
supervision upon the general success and harmony prevailing 
throughout the entire year in the various schools. 

For although there has been some complaint in school No 11, 
against the teacher, your committee have failed to find the teacher 
wholly in the fault. It has been our aim to secure the best teachers 
and home talent whenever we could do so. We can justly say our 
schools have been, with few exceptions, all that could he expected. 

Generally we have had experienccd and faithful teachers. 

Owing to the fact that the pupils are reared in different families 
and under different government, the teachers find it no easy task to 
care for and instruct the pupils. 

Most of our school houses are in good repair, with one or two 


exceptions. 

We are in hopes thatinthe near future the school at Mere- 
dith Centre will become a graded school. 

We have been pleased to note the improvements in many direc- 
tions in schools where a change has been made in teachers. 

Our schools are sadly in need of globes, charts, etc., to keep in 
pace with our sister towns.

We desire to submit the following report of the schools under our 
Supervision. The primary school has been in charge of Miss Alice 
F. Rand of Cornish, Me. Whole numher of pupils registered 57; 
average number 43. Wages of teacher, $8. per week. 

The intermediate department has been under the instruction of 
Miss M. E. Beede. This is Miss Beede’s tenth consecutive year in 
this school. Whole number of scholars, 47; average number, 27. 
Wages, $8. per week. 

The Grammar department has been under the instructiou of Miss 
Lillian M. Caverly of Tuftonboro’. Whole number of pupils, 37; 
average number 22. Wages, $9 per week. 

Mr. Bertram Blaisdell has had charge of the High School depart- 
ment. Whole number of pupils, fall term, 25; average attendance 
22. Winter term, 30; average attendance 25 Spring term, number 
of pupils 28. This school is still in session. Wages, $55. per month. 

Whole number of weeks in each department, 30. 

The committee have thought it desireable to add music to the 
branches taught in the schools. Two lessonsa week, in each de- 
partment, have been given by Mr. Fred Osgood of Laconia, and 
daily drill by the teachers. The result has exceeded our expecta- 
tions. The pupils have shown great interest in the work and the 
progress has been very commendable.
